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$850 Million Released 
From Roads Trust Fund 
For Urban Mass Transit 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Handing the highway 


lobby a rare defeat, the Senate has voted to allow 
cities to use $850 million in road-user taxes to fi- 
nance mass-transit systems. 


"This is a shattering victory over the highway 


lobby which for years held the highway trust 
fund in a grip of concrete," said Sen. Lowell Wei- 
cker, R-Conn., after the 49-44 vote Wednesday. 


The vote to divert a portion of the $18-billion, 


three-year highway aid bill to urban transit work 
was largely symbolic, since each city's share 
would be relatively small. But road-builders and 
their allies were concerned with the changes in a 
policy that since 1956 has f unneled $87 billion into 
building highways. 


The trust fund, which totals about $6 billion a 


year, is made up of a four-cent tax on every 
gallon of gasoline and levies on tires and 
lubricants. 


The Senate approved another amendment to 


bar President Nixon from refusing to spend any 
of the $18 billion. Floor debate on the bill con- 
tinues today. 


In other votes Wednesday the Senate: 
—Rejected, 70 to 23, an amendment by Sens. 


Weicker and Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., to 
divert $2.3 billion in trust-fund money for local- 
choice road or transit programs. 


—Approved, 70 to 23, an amendment by Sen. 


Harrison Williams, D-N.J., to provide $800 
million for two years to subsidize the daily 
operations of failing municipal transit com- 
panies, and $3 billion over three years for sub- 
way construction. 


The subsidy amendment is opposed by the 


White House and key members of the House and 
its future is uncertain. While there is a need for 
maintaining local transit systems, opponents 
say, it would be like pouring money down a drain 
since there are no checks on how the money 
would be spent. 


The $3-billion construction grant for rapid rail 


projects is the regular White House budget 
program that would normally be in the housing 
bill. 


But Williams attached the program to the 


highway bill because there may be no housing 
bill this year. President Nixon has suspended 
most federal housing programs pending re- 
evaluation. 


The amendment to tap the trust fund for urban 


transit was sponsored by Sens. Howard Baker, 
R-Tenn., and Edmund Muskie, D-Maine. 


Baker said the fund has served its historical 


purpose in revamping the nation's major roads 
and that. He added: "In urban areas, more high- 
ways are no longer the single answer to tran- 
sportation needs." 


The Senate passed a similar measure last year 


by a margin of 22 votes and it led to a deadlock 
with the House and the killing of the bill 
altogether. 


Highway lobbyists contend the same thing will 


happen again this year. They told senators the 
amendment would stop the flow of highway 
money to their states, which is happening in 
some areas. 


TRA Backers 
Express Dismay 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The principal 


congressional sponsors of Texas' Trinity 
River navigation project have expressed 
dismay at its defeat, which some blamed 
on concern over higher taxes. 


"I am disappointed as I was personally 


convinced that the Trinity program would 
have been extremely beneficial to our part 
of the country," said Rep. Jim Wright, 
Fort Worth Democrat. He had borne the 
brunt of the Trinity persuasion effort in 
Congress. 


Voters in 17 counties turned down a $150 


million bond issue to provide matching 
money for the first phases of a federally 
financed barge canal from the landlocked 
Dallas-Fort Worth area to the Gulf of 
Mexico. 


Rep. Ray Roberts, McKinney Democrat 


and chairman of a newly expanded House 
subcommittee which would have had 
jurisdiction over the project, said he was 
saddened by the vote. 


"I think it essentially destroys the 


Trinity River possibility,"Roberts said. "I 
think people are worried about taxes, 
about anything that involves taxes." 


Freshman Rep. Dale Milford, a Grand 


Prairie Democrat, also cited apprehension 
over taxes as the key reason for the defeat. 


"It would appear from the vote that the 


people want public spending reduced. My 
future votes in the House will follow that 
philosophy," he said. 


Texas' senators and seven of eight 


Trinity River-area congressman sup- 
ported the project. 


The exception was Rep. Alan Steelman, 


a Dallas Republican who campaigned 
against the project in his race against a 
Trinity supporter, then-Rep. Earle Cabell, 
Dallas Democrat. 


He said the people were concerned not 


only over the prospect of higher taxes but 
"also with the quality of life ... the Fort 
Worth into port cities and leaving them 
open to problems such as increased 
pollution and crime." 


Rep. Robert Eckhardt, a Houston 


Democrat, said his concern was over the 
construction of the Wallisville Dam, where 
the Trinity empties into Galveston Bay. 
This project has been stopped by a court to 
allow an environmental impact study.

Hien said several grenades 


were thrown into the Soai Kiem 
Pagoda in Tra Cu, a district 
town in Vinh Binh province 80 
miles south of Saigon. But the 
deputy police chief said the at- 
tack may have been made with 
rockets fired from outside the 
town. 


No arrests were made. 
Hien said he had no informa- 


tion on the likely motive for the 
attack but added, without ex- 
planation, that the police and 
the militia had anticipated 
trouble.

been present around Buddhist 
pagodas in Vinh Binh since a 
series of clashes there in 1971 
between Cambodian monks and 
government authorities over 
the rights of the Cambodian mi- 
nority. 


Vinh Binh is in an area of the

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon said 
today

would not allow his legal coun- 
sel, John W. Dean HI, to testify 
on Capitol Hill in the Watergate 
investigation and challenged 
the Senate to test him in the 
Supreme Court. 


"If the Senate feels they want a 


court test, we would welcome it," 
the President told newsmen at 
the White House. At the same 
time he said former Atty. Gen. 
John Mitchell and Republican 
fund raiser Maurice Stans are not 
shielded by executive privilege 
and would testify and "give good 
accounts" if summoned. 


The Senate Judiciary Com- 


mittee is holding hearings on 
whether to approve the nomi- 
nation of L. Patrick Gray III to be 
director of the FBI. The hearing 
has touched often on the in- 
vestigation of the June 17, 1972 
break-in and bugging of the 
Democratic National Committee 
headquarters in the Watergate 
building.

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Panama Benefits 
Less from Canal 
Than America 


MEXICO CITY ( A P ) - A 


United Nations study says Pan- 
ama 
benefits less from the 


Panama Canal than the United 
States, which runs it, or all the 
other countries that use it. 


The study 
was 
made six 


months ago with data provided 
mostly by the Panamanian gov- 
ernment. It could be a bomb- 
shell when the U.N. Security 
Council meets in Panama this 
week. One of the items the 
council will discuss will be the 
canal and the Canal Zone, both 
under American authority and 
jurisdiction, 
and 
Panama's 


claim that it should have juris- 
diction over the zone. 


The study was produced by 


U.N. Economic Commission for 
I^atin America. Its emphasis is 
on what greater participation in 
canal operations, and jurisdic- 
tional 
control 
of 
the 
Canal 


Zone, could mean to Panama. 


U.N. 
technicians 
compared 


benefits realized by the United 
States and the world's mari- 
time nations with those 
re- 


ceived by the republic 
whose 


territory is divided in half by 
the 10-mile wide Canal Zone. 


The study says the canal has 


not done for Panama what pet- 
roleum has done for Venezuela 
or copper for Chile. 


The study also found: 
—That the canal, despite its 


being Panama's basic resource, 
deals the nation only a smatter- 
ing of the profits— $1.9 million a 
year, while in 1970 profits were 
$175 million. 


—That urban areas of Pan- 


ama, particularly those close to 
the zone, are dependent upon 
the U.S. operation for employ- 
ment and for the amount of 
Panamanian goods sold. 


—That the zone siphons off 


Panamanian 
technicians 
and 


executives 
by 
offering com- 


paratively higher salaries, thus 
restricting Panama 
in ex- 


pansion of its economy. 


—That U.S. importers and ex- 


porters benefit the most from 
the canal's low tolls because 
the United States is the most 
frequent user of the waterway. 


—That the United States does 


not pay Panama any rental for 
the military bases within the 
zone as it does for bases in oth- 
er parts of the world— $20 mil- 
lion a year to Spain, $15 million 
to the Philippines and $10 mil- 
lion to Ethionia 


Operation of the canal, the 


report said, is of no major eco- 
nomic or social importance to 
the 
United States. 
But 
"it 


would be difficult to exaggerate 
the economic, social and politi- 
cal results Panama would en- 
joy if its participation in the or- 
ganization and profits from the 
canal and the zone were to 
change," the report said. 


It found that sales and serv- 


ices provided by Panama to the 
Canal /one rose from $33 mil- 
lion in I960 to $74 million in 


But it said Panama's income 


from the canal is not enough to 
make a major change in the 
nation's underdeveloped econo- 
my. The nation's foreign debt 
increased from $13.8 million in 
lillili to $(i8.5 million in 1971. 


The report also touched on 


past problems. 


Until recent years, important 


administrative, 
professional 


and scmiprofessional jobs in 
the Panama Canal Company, 
which operates the waterway, 
\\ere reserved for Americans. 
In 1959, for example, U.S. citi- 
zens made up 2(i.5 per cent of 
tho civilian work force for the 
canal but received 61.5 per cent 
of the civilian payroll. 


However, the hiring policy 


has changed and by 1970 there 
were 
l,t>l>9 
non-U.S. 
profes- 


sionals employed in the Canal 
Zone receiving U.S.-level sala- 
ries. compared with only 144 
non-U.S. employes in 1959. 


Until 1952 U.S. warships or 


U.S. government-owned vessels 
did not pay tolls for using the 
canal, 
which constituted a 


tremendous savings, the study 
said. Tho U.S. government paid 
almost $60 million in tolls for 
such crossings from 1952-1970. 


The U.N. study 
examined 


three possible changes in the 
status of the Canal and the 
zone 
and 
the 
effects 
these 


would have on Panama's econo- 
my. 


In part, the optimum plan 


would provide to Panama each 
year more than $100 million for 
its share of increased tolls, $30 
million for military base rental 
and an estimated $36.4 million 
in taxes from the canal and its 
zone. Panama presently gets no 
share of the tolls. 


MACARTHUR RETURNS

Panama Leader 


Pushes Country 


PANAMA <AP) - The U.N. 


Security Council is meeting in 
Panama this week—to the sat- 
isfaction of a cigar-smoking sol- 
dier who has pumped this coun- 
try's feeling of nationalism to a 
feverish level. 


Brig. Gen. Omar Torrijos, the 


44-year-old country boy who be- 
came the military strongman of 
Panama, will watch with satis- 
faction Thursday when a spe- 
cial session of the United Na- 
tions Security Council opens at 
the Panama legislative palace. 


This is the second time the 


Security Council has met out- 
side U.N. headquarters and the 
first time in I,atin America. It 
is the result of an invitation 
made by the Torrijas govern- 
ment for 'the 15-nation council 
to see for itself the Panama Ca- 
nal, the Canal Zone and what 
Torrijos calls U.S. imperialism 
and colonialism in the area. 


Torrijos, 
a 
career 
officer, 


took power Oct. 11, 1968, when 
the National Guard threw out 
Arnulfo Arias 
11 days 
after 


Arias took office as president. 
He pulled off his diplomatic 
triumph by appealing to other 
developing 
nations who have 


their own conflicts with the 
United States. 


The United States controls 


the canal and the Canal Zone— 
and has since 1903. Torrijos has 
been working for Panamanian 
control of the zone and partici- 
pation in canal operations. 


One of the first things Tor- 


rijos did after 
the 
National 


Guard 
coup was repudiate 


three draft treaties worked out 
after riots in 1964 left 22 dead 
in battles between U.S. troops 
and Panamanian civilians. The 
treaties were to replace the 
1903 document that gave the 
United States control over the 
canal and the Canal Zone for- 
ever. 


Almost since his first day in 


office, Torrijos has used the ca- 
nal issue as a uniting force to 
build Panamanian nationalism 
and pull the people into order 
behind 
his 
government. 
He 


calls the issue the only religion 
uniting the Panamaian people. 


Torrijos is in absolute power 


in 
Panama. 
The 
National 


Guard, which he commands, is 
personally loyal to him and the 
6,000-man force controls all mil- 
itary and police functions in 
Panama. 


At first Torrijos was pegged 


as a normal military dictator, 
one who took office to help the 
army or to play power politics. 
Evidence has accumulated that 
the man is more complex, that 
his government is more than 
just another military dictator- 
ship. 


He has 
introduced several 


large-scale rural development 
projects, pushed into law labor 
and social reforms and done all 
in his power to break up what 
had been the ruling class of 
wealthy, 
conservative 
Pan- 


amanians. 
This action 
has 


brought accusations that he is 
Communist or at least far to 
the left, that he wants to take 
over the canal and the Canal 
Zone as a favor to the Soviet 
Union or to Cuba. 


He denies his government is 


anything but nationalist. 


Torrijos was born to teacher 


parents Feb. 13, 1929, in San- 
tiago de Veraguas. He was one 
of their 12 children. After at- 
tending elementary and high 
school in his home town, he en- 
tered a nationwide contest and 
was chosen to attend the na- 
tional military school in El Sal- 
vador in Central America. He 
left the military school with a 
bachelors degree in science and 
letters plus a commission in the 
Panamanian National Guard as 
a second lieutenant. 


He moved up steadily until 


1966, when he became a lieuten- 
ant colonel, the rank he held 
when he and two other young 
officers 
organized the 1968 


coup. A bit more than a month 
later, he became a colonel and 
on March 11, 1969, a brigadier 
general. 


During his early days in the 


National Guard most of his 
duty involved patrols through 
the remote rural areas of the 
country, a habit which has car- 
ried over to the present. He 
still likes to visit the coun- 
tryside, dressed in fatigue uni- 
form, to hear first hand what 
the people think of him and his 
government. 


Most of the time he hears 


good things. But often a farmer 
or poor worker will tell Torrijos 
what he really thinks about the 
government. The general usual- 
ly agrees. 


He has the rural man's dis- 


trust of political pomp and has 
so far refused to become head 
of state. A new constitution, 
which went into effect on the 
fourth anniversary of his revo- 
lution, named him "maximum 
leader 
of the 
Panamanian 


people" but gives ceremonial 
functions to a president.

LONDON (AP) — The happy 


hunting season opens soon for 
the aqualung divers who seek 
out 
treasure-laden 
historic 


wrecks rotting on the seabed 
around Britain. 


But legislators who want to 


protect the centuries-old treasure 
of pieces of eight and Spanish 
doubloons have fired a broadside 
that could outlaw the men they 
call "sharks." 


A 
Scottish 
member 
of 


Parliament, Iain Sproat, has 
introduced a Protection of 
Wrecks Bill, and it went through 
its second reading in the House of 
Commons last week unopposed. 


It seems certain to becme law by 
summer. 


Laborite member Roy Mason 


claimed during a debate that 
millions of dollars worth of 
treasure lie below the waves — 
the legacy of the swashbucklers 
of the first Elizabethan age. 


The scent of gold has drawn 


present-day pirates to "pillage 
our maritime heritage," said 
former 
Navy 
Undersecretary 


David Owen, criticizing the au- 
thorities for not taking action 
sooner to halt "this underwater 
anarchy." 


Sproat's bill will give the 


wrecks the same protection by 


law as the nation's historical 
buildings. Divers 
who loot 


wrecks will be liable to fines of 
up to 400 pounds, or $960. 


Under law, everything recov- 


ered from shipwrecks in British 
waters must be handed over to 
the authorities. The treasure is 
kept for a year and if no one 
claims it, it's sold to the high- 
est bidder. The finder gets half. 


Most dive teams get per- 


mission to search wrecks first. 
But many don't. 


The stakes are high, some- 


times dangerous. But the prizes 
can be huge — fortunes in 
Spanish gold and silver that 


would make old buccaneers like 
Henry Morgan and Blackbeard 
turn in their graves. 


Britain's coast 
is studded 


with wrecks ranging from Vik- 
ing longboats with gold-inlaid 
prows to a 100-year-old impe- 
rial German battleship with 
golden eagles still locked in her 
strongroom. 


But the mother lode lies in 


the skeletons of the Spanish 
galleons that sank all around 
Britain and Ireland in 1588 as 
they fled English seadogs who 
thwarted Philip of Spain's bid 
to invade Elizabethan England.

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) - I 


have reservations about some 
of the implications of the Equal 
Rights Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution. A small minority 
of Women's Lib activists have 
pressed for passage of this 
amendment 
without shedding 


light on many of the problems 
that would arise. 


Some legal problems con- 


nected with this proposal, as 
with any constitutional amend- 
ment, have not had a chance to 


be fully aired. The ERA would 
abolish hundreds of state and 
federal laws dealing with many 
topics, 
including 
marriage, 


child support, inheritance and 
industrial relations. 


I am 
in favor 
of equal 


treatment of women, equal pay, 
equal rights, but this proposed 
ERA cannot be compared to 
the 19th Amendment ratified in 
1920 
which gave women the 


right to vote. 


The purpose and intent of 


that amendment was clear, 
concise and incapable of being 
misunderstood. 


The legal effects of the ERA, 


unlike the 19th Amendment, are 
not so clear. 


One legal complication would 


be in Social Security. .Women 
may now retire at 62 and men 
at 65, but with the passage of 
ERA the distinction must fall. 


Another legal complication is 


the way 
child support 
and 


alimony laws will be affected. 
Opponents of the ERA claim it 
will make every wife in the Un- 
ited States legally responsible 
for providing 50 per cent of the 
financial support for her fami- 
ly. 


Advocates of the 
measure 


cite the trend in divorce courts 
across the country in awarding 
little or no alimony and smaller 
payments 
for child 
support. 


This is true because 
more 


young women are working 
these days and are able to 
meet these responsibilities. But 
what about the women who are 
not working, who through their 
married life have not chosen to 
work? 


Often these women are not 


specially trained or lacked ade- 
quate skills and find it difficult 
to obtain jobs.

amendment 
that 


some individuals don't really 
believe

should

treated equally. I'm very dis- 
appointed by Maine's rejection 
of the amendment. If equality 
is one of the basic concepts on 
which our country was founded, 
I think it's critical that we in- 
clude this provision in our Con- 
stitution.
